PROGRESS OF CRIME. 

In our last paper we established the fact 
that crime of every degree and color has 
attained to a height in this country far sur- 
paging any other in the known world, an: 
cient or modern, savage or civilized, of the 
same age! and that too, within the short 


space of 15 to 20 yeare!!!! If any doubs 


the truth of the allegation, we will produce 
fu:ther testimony that will not be so plea- 
sant to some of the parties concerned. 

If crime continues to increase in the same 
ratio for twen'y years to come, we shall 
heve to fortify our towns aod lock the 
getes et vight, and no man or family will 
be able to travel or cultivate their fields 
without a guard. 

This state of society can no longer be 
viewed with apathy or indifference by 
those who wish to perpetuate the blessings 
of freedom to their posterity. 


Without adverting to minor causes Of 


crime, which have their source in the 
great primary cause, we go at once (0 
the root of the evil, which (as we have re- 
peatedly averred, times wiihout number,) 
is the want of a proper system of edueation 
throughout our country. 

In a republic like this, where every office 
of honor and trust are not only alike opey 
to, but the COMMON RIGHT of all our 
citizens, it is indispensable that their 


minda should be enlightened, to fit them for 
the high destiny to which they were born! 


It will probably be said that men of the 
best learning fall into vice, and bring upon 
themselves poverty, shame and disgrace, 
True; but this is owing to that yielding 
weakness inseparable from humao nature, 
such as the allurements of company and its 
consequences, by which thousands have 
been the dupe. The best of men have be- 
come the victims of smooth feced villainy, 
by which they have been brought to a 
miserable end.* 

But this is no argument to justify the 
neglect of education, On the contrary, it 
is the most powerful of all reasons in its 
favor, for if ali were properly enlightened, 
such occurrences would either Cease, cr 
become greatly diminished. 

This is the poiot we have been coming 
to, which is to prove, that at half the 
amount row expended for instruction of 
every kind, knowledge could be more 
widely disseminated, and crime would be 
proportionably checked. 

But the fault lies in the system, There 
appears to be no lack of schools or funds, 
and some of those, the free schools. are 
praiseworthy, and have done more substan- 
tial good, than all the bigher schools put 
together, [if we except the Catholic semi- 
naries and colleges, which are all, so far 
as we know, conducted upon a liberal plan, 
and the best calculated for iotellectual im- 
provement, of any in the country.) 

One great defect in the present system of 
education, is to be found in the rudiments 
of educating children. The education of 
children commences with the first dawning 
of the understanding. The moment a child 
is able to distinguish right from wrong, 
which is, when he is a year old, and in 
some earlier, he ought to be initiated in the 
rights of property and the principles of 

* Those smooth faced villains abound in 
this country. Generally they have been 
‘‘mamma’s pets,” and have been raised in 
idleness, and intended for gentlemen—labor 
being looked upon as a disgrace by some 
parents: hence they draw upon their wits 
for a living—the gambling table, theft, 
counterfeiting, fraad and roBbery, is their 
resort, and you always find them lying in 
wait for the unwary. 
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honesty and humanity. This.can be done, 
and reGuires less pains than to humor it, 
which makes it miserable for life. For 
instance, give it to understand that it must 
not have its brothers apple or cake—that 
it must not strike its little sister, or hurt 
the kitten. Let the admonishment be made 
in a serious bul determined air, and three or 
four lessons will be sufficient, and the im- 
pression will endure through life. **As the 
twig is bent the tree’s inclined.” It should 
therefore be the duty of parents to give 
this first bias to their offspring, and to their 


neglect to inculcate those early principles ’ 


of virtue, we may, beyond doubt, ascrive 
the INCREASE OF CRIME. 

We have seen many instances of the 
strength of early instruction bestowed upon 
young children, one of which we shall’te- 
late for the special edification of pareois. 
It is of a little boy between three and fey: 
years old, the soo of an acquaintance of 
ours, 

The child one day «xpressed ajwish to 
go into the garden and pick some cherries. 
He was the only survivor of seven children, 
very small for his age, having been sickly 
from his birth, and was then under medical 
treatment, Of course his parents were 
very solicitous on the subject of his reg’- 
men, and tcld him cherries were the worst 
thing be could ea'. But seeing the child 
very anxious, the father agreed that he 
might eat as many as four, but no more. 
‘You may go, my son, but first pledge me 
your word of honor you will eat but four 
cherries.” ‘*Well Pa, I pledge,” said the 
little boy, and off be went under the care of 
his nurse, to pull down the limbs within 
his reach, when he eat his four cherrieg 
aod returned to the house, without offering 
to ask another. 

All that any child requires to imbibe the 
same sense of honor is to be reasoned into 
it with great seriousness, for a child is sus- 
ceptible of reasoning—and one or two 
impressive lessons will be sufficient. 

Thus a child may be trained in virtue 
from childhood to you'h, aod from youth to 
manhood, under a proper system of instruc- 
tion, and this was once the cour-e pursued. 

But unfortunately for our country, during
